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NEW YORK TRADE SALES. 

The Spring Trade Sale, under the auspices of the New York Book 
Publishers’ Association, is now drawing to a close, having proved highly 
successful and satisfactory, both to contributors and buyers. The cat- 
alogue contains invoices from ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY contributors, 
and more than THREE HUNDRED actual buyers are in attendance. It is 
noticeable that some important Western Houses that have latterly neg- 
lected the sales, are now represented here. 

Messrs. Leavitt, Delisser & Co., the auctioneers, have made hosts of 
friends by their liberality and urbanity, while all parties concerned have 
been gratified at the accuracy and promptness which have characterized 
the many details of business incident to so large a sale. Although some 
allowances might well have been demanded for minor short-comings, 
under the circumstances of a first sale of such magnitude, yet every 
thing has, thus far, moved so satisfactorily under their able management, 
that it is not likely there will be occasion for any. 

On the first day of the sale, quite a pleasant re-union of buyers, 
contributors, and members of the press took place, by invitation of 
the auctioneers, in the spacious dining-hall attached to their establish- 
ment. The table was bountifully covered with those things which 
rejoice the inner man, such as meats, poultry, game, salads, pastry, and 
fiuids to match. After proper attention had been bestowed upon these, 
the health of the hosts, Messrs, Leavitt, Delisser & Co., was proposed. 
Mr. Delisser replied on behalf of the firm, in substance as follows :— 

Gentlemen,—For years an accountant, I have been accustomed more 
to the use of the brain and the pen, than of the tongue. I am therefore 
somewhat unable to express to you with sufficient fluency and force of 
language, my acknowledgments for the honor which you have done us. 
Failing however to meet your expectations in words, I shculd indeed 
regret, were we to fail you in our deeds; but rude and rough as my speech 
may be, I must acknowledge that I am much pleased to have this 
opportunity of addressing the United Trade, and of thus publicly stating 
the principles which will govern our business relations with you. 
Gentlemen, all Candidates desiring an election to any Public office 
state their principles, and take their stand upon some platform ; but you 
did us the high honor of electing us to our “platform,” previous to 
having heard our principles. You elected us upon our antecedents, and 
for this we feel sensibly grateful. \ Favors to all, partiality to none, great 
or small, strict integrity, courtesy, consideration, and a careful regard 
tothe united interests of contributors and buyers, between whom as 
Auctioneers, we stand as agents—these, gentlemen, are the principles 
which will govern us, and which we have inscribed upon our banner, 
nailed it to the mast of our little boat, which we have named the Young 
America, ever I trust to sail staunch and true, through the waves of 
Public opinion, sustained by thé good wishes of the American Pub- 
lishers, and Booksellers. 

Gentlemen, when I was first offered a position in this House, I 
feared that my abilities and experience were not sufficient for the occa- 
sion; but after careful consideration, I determined like Richelieu, that 
no such word as “fail” should be found in my vocabulary, and I 
thought that will, energy, and industry, might compensate in some 
measure for inexperience. This determination of itself was half the 
battle, and insured success. But one word. This business requires 
mmense detail, care and system, and it may happen, that some minor 
points of the detail may not meet the views of all; in such case, we ask 
you to throw the mantle of your charity around us, and we promise in 





all cases, to alter and amend, to meet the wishes of the Trade. For we 
hold ourselves as your humble servants and agents, and consider that 
if Americans should govern America, that Publishers and Booksellers 
have the same right to govern their own business in such manner as 
they may deem most conducive to their own interests. 

There is one point to which, if not out of place, I desire to call your 
attention. It has been stated by parties, who are opposed to the fact 
of any young House having the impudence and daring to attempt doing 
business where a monopoly existed, that the Trade Sale business ‘was 
used by “another firm,” for extending their own business to the injury 
of the trade generally. This malicious and unfounded charge I now 
desire to meet fully and freely, at once in the face, as all such charges 
should be met. The connection of this firm with the House of Leavitt 
& Allen is well known, and has been freely advertised for months. At 
the time of my arrangement with that firm, it was clearly and dis- 
tinctly understood and agreed, that they were not to receive any advan- 
tages, but such as all the trade were entitled to. And I defy any one to 
say that as yet, those gentlemen have réceived the slightest advantage. 
No; they are individually known to you, I trust, as honorable and upright 
men, and I can assure you, that J would never lend myself to such an 
unfair and unjust position. Gentlemen, my own interests and the suc- 
cess of this business make it imperative, that I should guard with 
great care the interests of all. The other firm at whom this poisoned 
arrow was perhaps aimed, is, I presume, the House of D. Appleton & Co., 
from the fact that I was for yéars a confidential clerk in that House. 
But I can assure you, that neither any individual of that firm nor the 
firm as a whole, have the slightest interest in the profits or losses of our 
business; that they have some interest is most true, but it is the same 
which you all have, viz. : a desire to see the Trade Sale business brought 
up to a good standard, and the principle that Booksellers should govern 
their own business, established and acknowledged, and I trust and 
believe also, a sincere regard and wish for the wellfare and success of 
myself, a faithful clerk for years to them. 

Allow me in conclusion to suggest, that, as all societies have their 
banner and motto, the Publishers’ Association take for theirs, a ban- 
ner with the design of a bundle of sticks well tied, and the words “ In 
unity is strength,” and “ The greatest good for the greatest number.” 

I commend to you, gentlemen, the following sentiment :— 

“The Publishers’ Association and their friends, united and supported, 
—let their progress be ‘ Excelsior.’ ” 
Mr. Delisser’s remarks were frequently interrupted by applause. 

There were loud calls for Mr. Masoy. In response, Mr. LowEi1 
Masox, Jr., mounted the chair and addressed the company. His 
remarks, as reported in the New York Daily Times, were as follows: 

“TJ do not know why (said Mr. Masoy, rising), I should be called on 
to speak for our Association, gentlemen. It seems more properly the 
duty of our President, or Vice-President. Perhaps you call on me on 
the principle that empty heads make the most noise. 

However, I am glad to have an opportunity of saying a few words 
to the Buyers present. It is with you, gentlemen, that the movement 
originated, which resulted in the formation of the New York Publish- 
ers’ Association. It happened thus: Many years since, the same regu- 
lations for trade sales which were re-adopted at the Association sales 
last Fall, were in force. Publishers offered, at the sales, certain quanti- 
ties of their publications, which were sold without reserve to the high- 
est bidders. There was no increase nor withdrawal at the time of sale. 
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Buyers were satisfied, and every bookseller of importance felt that his 
interest required that he should be represented at the sales. The pub- 
lishers thought they would like to have the matter a little more in 
their own hands, however, and introduced a regulation, by which they 
were allowed to increase or withdraw any line of their invoice at the 
time of sale, and according to the price obtained. The result was, buy- 
ers began to find they had no chance at the sales. If books brought all 
the publishers asked for them, they were sold; otherwise they were 
withdrawn. The natural result was, that the more important buyers 
ceased to attend’the sales, and they greatly diminished in importance. 
Publishers began to feel the consequences. ‘ What shall we do to get 
the sales up again?’ said they. Meetings were called, the matter dis- 
cussed, and the Publishers’ Association formed; one of its purposes 
being to excite increased interest in Trade Sales, and make them of the 
greatest possible utility to all concerned. All the publishers in New 
York were invited to take part in this movement, and nearly all united 
with it. The Association proceeded to obtain, as far as possible, the 
views and wishes of the Trade at large, and to carry them out. Some 
modifications were made in the regulations, and the first sale under the 
auspices of the Associated Publishers took place last Fall, the firm who 
for many years had been Trade-Sale Auctioneers conducting it. The 
right to increase or withdraw books at the time of sale was given up 
by the publishers. The result proved very satisfactory, a fine sale being 
made. It was, however, thought by some that a sort of compromise 
between the two plans of sales would work better than either, and 
accordingly, the regulations under which the present sale is to be held 
were adopted. There is no right on the part of contributors to with- 
draw any books, be the price what it may, and the privilege of increas- 
ing is circumscribed. The result is, as you see from the catalogue, that 
publishers have been induced to contribute very large quantities. What 
the prices obtained and the success of the sale are to be, is now in your 
hands. You are to fix the prices, not the contributors. 

When the question came up as to who should conduct the Spring 
sales, even the personal friends of the former auctioneers felt that, 
considering the manner in which those gentlemen had conducted the 
last sale, the position which they had assumed toward the Associated 
Publishers, and other circumstances, it was quite impossible to offer 
them the sale again, much as the necessity for any change was to be 
regretted. Among a number of propositions from other parties to hold 
the sale, that of Messrs. Leavirt, Detisser & Co., was found to offer 
much the greatest facilities, and the sale was accordingly placed in their 
hands. Of the enterprise, energy, liberality, and abundant resources 
with which these gentlemen have undertaken the business, you have 
already so much proof that I need say nothing. 

Now, gentlemen, it is important that it be distinctly understood that 
the Publishers’ Association are not pledged to any particular plan for 
sales; they have no one idea to strive for in reference to them, except- 
ing this: that they should be controlled and directed by the Trade them- 
selves. The only anxicty is to ascertain and adopt that plan which, on 
the whole, is the best. Moreover, no plan can be good for sellers which 
does not satisfy buyers. Without spirited and liberal buying, there 
cannot be satisfactory selling. In conclusion, therefore, I give you the 
sentiment: Buyers at Trade Sales; may they multiply and flourish, 
Sor without buyers there cannot be sellers.” 


The regular business of the sale was then proceeded with, and has 
since progressed without interruption. Unexpectedly large sales have 
been made of most of the leading invoices, and the general impression 
seems to be that the new regulations work even better than was anti- 
cipated. Messrs. Ticknor & Co. sold 2400 copies of “ Hiawatha,” at 
67, 62, and 60 cts., according to size of lots, and might have sold many 
more, had they been willing to undertake to deliver them promptly. 
Messrs. Appleton made a fine sale; ‘“‘ Cornell’s Geography,” and other 
of their leading books being duplicated by thousands. The sale of 
Macaulay’s England in Phillips, Sampson & Co.’s invoice was about 
1200 volumes. 4000 volumes of Cooper’s Novels were sold by Messrs. 





Stringer & Townsend, Derby & Jackson’s leading books also sold 
well, 2000 copies of “ Widow Bedott,” being taken at 65 cts, These 
items will afford some indications of the general results. It wil] take 
some days yet to conclude the sale. Some of the most valuable ip. 
voices are yet to be sold. Probably the gross amount of sales wil] not 
fall far short of $300,000. Indeed it is, perhaps, considering all cir. 
cumstances, the most satisfactory Spring Sale ever held in New York 
Fall Sales are almost always heavier. 


REMOVALS AND CHANGES IN THE TRADE. 


There is a general tendency among the New York Trade to moye up 
town into Broadway and its vicinity, and in so doing they have, without 
exception, vastly improved their facilities and conveniences for doing busi. 
ness. The following firms have changed their quarters, or are about 
doing so:—Messrs. Ivison & Phinney have taken a large and commo- 
dious store and basement in the building No. 321 Broadway, the upper 
floors of the same building being occupied by Messrs. G. P. Putnam & Oo, 
and Dix & Edwards. Mason Brothers have removed to Nos. 108 and 
110 Duane-street, where they have a large and commodious store, fifty 
feet by one hundred. Messrs. Leavitt & Allen will shortly remove to 
the premises corner Broadway and White-street, occupying the lower 
floor. Charles Scribner has taken front rooms above; the larger por. 
tion of this magnificent building being in use for the Trade Sale and 
Auction business of Messrs. Leavitt, Delisser & Co. Their packing and 
delivery rooms are situated in the basement and sub-cellar, in length 
150 feet by 50, with a large number of vaults for storing paper and 
stereotypes. Their sales room on the second floor, a large and most 
perfectly lighted room, 75 feet by 50, is unequalled for convenience and 
comfort, either in this country or Europe. Being particularly adapted 
for the purposes of trade sales, every arrangement has been made for the 
facilitating of all the various details connected with so arduous an under- 
taking. Large and spacious room is afforded behind the auctioneer’s 
desk for the arrangement of samples and classifying of goods. In con- 
nection with their sales room, a reception and smoking room, 22 feet by 
25, has been tastefully fitted up for the comfort of buyers. Immediately 
adjoining the sales room is the counting room, arranged for the purpose 
of making out all the accounts and sales. During the trade sale, this 
department is in the charge of ten writers who are occupied day and 
night. On the third floor of this building is the dining room, arranged 
with seats for three hundred persons, and with every convenience for 
the comfort of the inner man. The cooking is carried on by gas ina 
kitchen adjoining, well supplied with stores, ranges, pantry, etc. The 
business of this immense establishment occupies the services of some 
fifty hands, the different departments being under the charge of expe- 
rienced parties, who attend solely to their special duties. Mr. Delisser’s 
well-known experience as an accountant has given additional facilities 
to this department, by which all bills can be delivered within ten min- 
utes after the purchases are made. Mr. John F. Trow, printer and pub- 
lisher of the New York Directory, occupies the upper floors of the same 
building. Messrs. 8. 8. & W. Wood have removed from Pearl-street to 
No. 381 Broadway. Messrs. Dana & Co. oceupy the second floor of 
the premises on the opposite corner of Broadway and White-street. 
Messrs. Edward Livermore and E. P. Rudd will soon form a copart- 
nership, under the firm of Livermore and Rudd, and remove to 
Nos. 310, Broadway. J. CO. Riker has taken the second [floor of the 
building adjoining the City Hospital, on Broadway, near Ivison & Phin- 
ney. Mr. J. S. Dickerson has recently completed arrangements with 
Sheldon, Blakeman & Co., to have his publications added to their list. 
Mr. Dickerson having disposed of his stock up town, may be found in 
the above establishment. We regret to announce the recent decease of 
Mr. Smith, of the firm of Smith & English, of Philadelphia, a gentle 
man well known to all buyers at the Trade Sales. ' 
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Messrs. Kiggins and Kellogg have removed from John to William Street. 

The firm of Merriam, Chapin & Co., of Springfield, has been dissolved by the 
withdrawal of the Messrs. Merriam. Hereafter it will be known as Chapin, 
Bridgeman & Co. Messrs. G. & C. Merriam have taken into their concern Mr. 
Homer Merriam, retaining the same name. 

Mr. Blanchard, formerly with Gould & Lincoln, of Boston, removes to Cin- 
snnati, to commence business; his imprint will appear on the publications of 
Gould & Lincoln, for which he will have the Western agency.

THE RISE AND PROGRESS OF THE NEWSPAPER PRESS. 


While the Licensing Act was in force, there was no newspaper in 
England, except the London Gazette, which was edited by a clerk in the 
office of the Secretary of State, and which contained nothing but what 
the Secretary of State wished the nation to know. There were, indeed, 
many periodical papers, but none of those papers could be called a 
aewspaper. Wellwood, a zealous Whig, published a journal called the 
Observator ; but this Observator, like the Observator Lestrange had 
formerly edited, contained, not the news, but merely dissertations on 
politics. A crazy bookseller, named John Dunton, published the Athe- 
nian Mercury, but the Athenian Mercury merely discussed questions of 
natural philosophy, of casuistry, and of gallantry. A Fellow of the 
Royal Society, named John Houghton, published what he called a Col- 
lection for the Improvement of Industry and Trade, but this collection 
contained little more than the prices of the stocks, explanations of the 
mode of doing business in the city, puffs of new projects, and adver- 
tisements of new books, quack medicines, chocolate, spa water, civet 
cats, surgeons wanting ships, valets wanting masters, and ladies wanting 
husbands. If he ever printed any political news, he transcribed it from 
the Gazette. The Gazette was so partial and so meagre a chronicle of 
events, that, though it had no competitors, it had but a small circula- 
tion. Only eight thousand copies were printed, much less than one to 
each parish in the kingdom. In truth, a person who had studied the 
history of his own time only in the Gazette, would have been ignorant 
of many events of the highest importance. He would, for example, 
have known nothing about the court-martial of Torrington, the Lan- 
cashire trials, the burning of the Bishop of Salisbury’s Pastoral Letter, 
or the impeachment of the Duke of Leeds. But the deficiencies of the 
Gazette were, to a certain extent, supplied in Loudon by the coffee-houses, 
and in the country by the newsletters. 

On the 8rd of May, 1695, the law which had subjected the press to 
acensorship expired. Within a fortnight, a staunch old Whig, named 
Harris, who ha:', in the days of the Exclusion Bill, attempted to set up 
a newspaper, entitled Jntelligence Domestic and Foreign, and who 
had been speedily forced to relinquish that design—announced that 
the Intelligence Domestic and Foreign, suppressed fourteen years 
before by tyranny, would again appear. Ten days after the 
first number of the Intelligence Domestic and Foreign, was printed 
the first number of the English Courant. Then came the Packet Boat 
from Holland and Flanders, the Pegasus, the London Newsletter, the 
London Post,.the Flying Post, the Old Postmaster, the Post Boy, and 
the Postman. The history of the newspapers of England, from that 
time to the present day, is amost interesting and instructive part of the 
history of the country. At first they were small and mean-looking. 
Even the Post Boy and Postman, which seem to have been the best 
conducted and the most prosperous, were wretchedly printed on scraps 
of dingy paper, such as would not now be thought good enough for 
street ballads. Only two numbers came out in a week, and a number 
contained little more matter than may be found in a single column of a 
daily paper of our time. 

What is now called a leading article seldom appeared, except when 
there was a scarcity of intelligence, when the Dutch mails were detained 
by the west wind, when the Rapparees were quiet in the Bog of Allen, 
When no stage-eva.!s had been stopped by highwaymen, when no non- 
jaring congregation had been dispersed by constables, when no ambassa- 
dor had made his entry with a long train of coaches-and-six, when no 





lord or poet had been buried in the Abbey, and when consequently it 
was difficult to fill up four scanty seem pages. Yet the leading articles, 
though inserted, as it appeared, only in the absence of more attractive 
matter, are by no means contemptibly written. 

It is a remarkable fact, that the infant newspapers were all on the 
side of King William and the Revolution. The fact may be partly ex- 
plained by the circumstance that the editors were, at first, on their good 
behaviour. It was by no means clear that their trade was not in itself 
illegal. The printing of newspapers was certainly not prohibited by 
any statute ; but towards the close of the reign of Charles II, the judges 
had pronounced that it was a misdemeanour at common law to publish 
political intelligence without the King’s license. It is true that the 
judges who had laid down this doctrine were removable et the royal 
pleasure, and were eager on all occasions to exert the royal prerogative. 
How the question, if it were again raised, would be decided by Holt 
and Treby, was doubtful; and the effect of the doubt was to make the 
ministers of the Crown indulgent, and make the journals cautious. On 
neither side was there a wish to bring the question of right to issue. 
The Governor therefore connived at the publication of the newspapers, 
and the conductors of the newspapers carefully abstained from publish- 
ing any thing that could provoke or alarm the Government. It is true 
that, in one of the earliest numbers of one of the new journals, a para- 
graph appeared, which seemed intended to convey an insinuation that 
the Princess Anne did not sincerely rejoice at the fall of Namur, but 
the printer made haste to atone for his fault by the most submissive 
apologies. During.a considerable time, the unofficial gazettes, though 
much more garrulous and amusing than the official gazette, were scarcely 
less courtly. Whoever examines them will find that the King is always 
mentioned with profound respect. About the debates and divisions of 
the Two Houses a reverential silence is preserved. There is much in- 
vective, but itis almost all directed against the Jacobites and the 
French. It seems certain that the Government of William gained not 
alittle by the substitution of these printed newspapers, composed under 
constant dread of the Attorney-General, for the old newsletters, which 
were written with unbounded license.—Macaulay’s History of Eng- 
land. . . 








Piterary Intelligence. 


FOREIGN. 


New Books in England are rather Scarce just now.— 
Among those lately published in England we notice :—The Danes 
and Swedes, an account of a Visit to Denmark, by Charles N. Scott, 
author of “Baltic and Black Sea”—John Edmund Reade’s “ Man in 
Paradise,” a poem after “ Paradise lost, *—a new Vol. of Alison’s con- 
tinuation of his History of Europe, (Vol. 5) embracing “ History of first 
Reform Ministry in England, from the passing of the Reform Bill till 
the retirement of Earl Grey, and the dismissal of Lord Melbourne by 
William the Fourth.” The announcement of books to come is not of more 
interest; the twelfth and concluding volume of Mr. Grote’s History 
of Greece is advertised as just ready, also school editions by Dr. William 
Smith of Gibbon’s Roman Empire, and “ Liddell’s History of Rome.” A 
Diary of the “ Guards” in the Crimean War, by Frederick Robinson, 
M. D., Surgeon to the Fusileer Guards. A new volume of poems by Edwin 
Arnold, entitled, “Griselda,” a tragedy, and other poems. “ Olara or 
Slave Life in Europe,” with a preface by Sir. Archibald Alison,—ac- 
cording to advertisement. This work is intended to exhibit a picture of 
all stages of society, in order to prove that the conventional bonds of 
civilized life are even more galling than the rude fetters of the African, 
and that many a white slave would have something to envy in the lot 
of “Uncle Tom.” Mr. Singer’s edition of, Shakespeare, announced 
some time previous to the death of Mr. Pickering, to be published 
by him, is to be issued by Messrs. Bell & Daldy of London in 10 
fep 8vo. volumes, uniform. with the “ Aldine Poets;” it has been 
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printed at the Ohiswick press, and will stand as the most choice 
and tasteful edition in print. The Atheneum leads off in its last 
number, with a notice of “ Henry Olay’s correspondence ; ” its remarks 
on the same are not critical, and the political topics in the book are 
not discussed; some extracts are made, giving Henry Clay’s opinions on, 
and methods of, dealing with English affairs; a few pages further on in 
the same number of our contemporary, we find a review of Frederick 
Douglass’s “my bondage and my freedom,” in which Mr. Douglass is 
classed with Terence and Plautus, and his style of writing compared to 
Mme. George Sand,—Mr. Douglass is in talented company. Henry May- 
hew has commenced a sequel to “London Labor and London Poor, ” 
under the title of “Great World of London, ” to be published in parts.— 
Messrs. Addey & Oo. of London are again in business, and advertise two 
or three new juvenile books, as well as a portion of their old “ Children’s 


Books. ” 
~~ Amongst the sales in connection with the bookselling trade, are announced 
those of the remainder-stock of the “ Illustrated Catalogue of the Great Exhibi- 
tion of 1851 ;” and of the 221 steel plates, copyright, and stock of the series of 
Maps originally published by the Society for the Diffusion of Useful Knowledge : 
by Mr. Hodgson. The most important and interesting sale of copyrights 
that has taken place for some time, was that of the “ Standard Novels,” at Mr. 
Hodgson’s Rooms, on Wednesday last, February 27. The works of so many 
authors whose names have been before the public for the last thirty years as 
popular writers of fiction, being comprised in the series, great curiosity was ex- 
cited as to the commercial value attached to their celebrity. There was a 
numerous attendance of “the trade,” but the competition was almost entirely 
confined to the publishers of cheap editions,—thus showing the effect “ cheap 
literature” had had on the value of established copyrights of works originally 
published at high prices, but calculated for a large circulation in a cheap form, 
The first lot consisted of twelve works by Captain Marryat, including his most 
popular one, and we believe the most popular of the series, “ Peter Simple :” 
after a spirited series of biddings, the lot was knocked down to Messrs. George 
Routledge and Co. for £3300: the works thus acquired will not form an un- 
fitting sequel to their editions of Sir Bulwer Lytton’s novels. The next highest 
price to this was reached by Mr. Albert Smith’s three works,—‘t The Adventures 
of Mr. Ledbury,” “ The Scattergood Family,” and “The Marchioness of Brin- 
villiers,”"—-which produced £555: these, with the four works of Captain Max- 
well—* The Stories of Waterloo,” &c.—which produced £556, were also bought 
by Messrs. Routledge, who purchased also “ My Cousin Nicholas,” for £50. 
Gleig’s “‘ Country Curate,” £51; three works by Mrs. Gore, for £147; ‘ Tre- 
velyan,” for £20; and Hood’s “ Tylney Hall” for £126. 1s. Mr. Bryce was the 
purchaser of Lover’s “ Rory O’More,” for £147; and of six of Theodore Hook’s 
works, including “ Maxwell” and “Gilbert Gurney,” for £478. 16s. Messrs. 
Ward and Lock were the purchasers of Captain Chamier’s “Life of a Sailor” 
and “ Ben Brace,” for £199. 18s.; and, among others, of Mrs. Trollope’s ‘‘ Wi- 
dow Barnaby” and “The Vicar of Wrexhill,” for £172. 4s, Three works by 
Grattan were bought by Mr. Hodgson for £108: Mr. Hodgson was also the 
purchaser, among others, of ‘“‘ The Younger Son,” for £42 ; and Mrs. S. C. Hall’s 
two works, for £69. 6s. Miss Edgeworth’s “ Helen” was sold to Mr. Tegg for 
£115. 15s, In most of the above the purchase included the stereotype plates, 
with engraved frontispieces and vignettes. Several lots consisted of stereotype 
plates of works to which no copyright is attached: amongst these, 19 works of 
Cooper sold for £228, 5 by Miss Austen for £70, and Mr. Hope’s celebrated tale 
of Eastern life—“ Anastasius”—in 2. vols. £20. The prices appeared to be 
generally considered as good, and as evidencing the high value attached to 
literary property of this class, by those best able to judge of its produetive powers. 
The whole sale of copyright and stock cf the Standard Novels is said to have 
realized upwards of £10,000. 


There is a press in Turkey. This is no new fact; but it may not be gene- 
rally known how fast this press is extending itself, and with social results which 
it would be difficult at present to estimate. ‘Twelve newspapers and four re- 
views, some more some less political and literary, are now published in Constan- 
tinople, The Zagvim-i-Vagui (“Journal of Facts”), the official journal, in the 
Turkish language, appears occasionally only ; a Turkish jourual, the Djerid:-1- 
Havadis (“ Collection of News”) appears twice a week; two French journals, 
the Journal de Constantinople and the Presse d’Orient, appear on Mondays and 
Thursdays ; a Greek journal, 7égraphos tou Bosphorou (“* Bosphorus Telegraph”), 
appears every Saturday; a Turkish, printed in Armenian characters, the J/edj- 
moud-i-Havadis (‘Collection of News”), appears every Saturday; an Armenian 
journal, the M/acis (‘‘ Mount Ararat”), appears every~Ihursday ; a Turkish jour- 
nal, printed in Greek characters, Anadolu (‘‘ The East”), appears every Satur- 
day ; a Turkish journal, printed in Armenian characters, the Aihbar-i-Constan- 
tine (“The Constantinople News”), appears every Saturday; an Armenian 
journal, the Avédaper (“ The Messenger”), appears every fifteen days, on Tues- 
day; a B ian journai, the Tzarigradski Vestnik (‘The Constantinople Mes- 
senger”), in the Bulgarian language, appears once a week ; a Spanish-Jewish 
journal, Hor-Israéi (“ The Light of Israel”), printed in Hebrew characters, ap- 
pears every Friday. 

The Journal de la Librairse, of Paris, has published some curious statistics of 
the rate ut which our allies have “rushed into print” since 1811. It appears 
that, from the Ist Nov. in 1811, to the 31st Dec., 1855, or forty-four years and 
four months, no less than 271,994 books have been published in France. This 





number includes books written in foreign languages, as well as Greek and Lat; 
authors. The number of engravings, drawings, lithographs, maps, and atin 
reaches 47,425, and to this number must be added 17,449 musical compacts 
—making altogether 336,868 publications. In the year 1855 alone, 8,235 liter 
ary works were published in France, with 1,105 musical cofnpositions, q 
engravings, maps, lithographs, issued within the same period, amount to 2.85 
issues—the total for last year being 12,217. Of the forty-four years included in 
the statistics of the Journal dela Librairie, it appears that last year, With the 
exception of 1825, was the most productive. In 1825, the number of publica. 
tions amounted to 8,265. Since 1851, the progress of the literary labors of 
France appears to have been gradual, owing probably to the war and the thon- 
sands ephemeral publications. The figures from 1851 to 1854 run thus —in 
1851, 7,350; in 1852, 8,264; in 1853, 8,060; in 1854, 8,336, 


During the year 1854, 861 works in the Russian language, and 451 jn foreign 
languages were printed in Russia, besides 2,940 scientific and literary treatises 
in the different periodicals. The number of authors was 1,239; that of print. 
ing-offices (for works in the Russian language), 85, of which 45 were at work 
in St. Petersburgh, 16 in Moscow, and the remainder in the various other towns 


of the Empire. 


Miss Frederica Bremer, in the Swedish newspapers, thankfully acknowledges 
the liberal gift of 12,000 thalers, destined for the establishment of an m 
for old deserving governesses, and sent to her by a lady who wishes to remain 
unknown. 


Signor Antonio Cappi, who continued the Annals of Muratori, has publi 
at Rome, a new ‘ History of the House of Colonna,’ which, with an exceedj ly 
fresh and lively diction, is said to combine a large quantity of hitherto unknown 
information. . 


Prof. Schlosser, of Heidelberg, the veteran historian, is on the eve of com- 
pleting his ‘ Weltgeschichte fir das deutsche Volk,’—a work which he began in 
1844, at the advanced age of sixty-eight, and which he now brings to its cloge 
as an octogenarian. The bitherto published volumes have found a wide cireu- 
lation, and there is no doubt but that the work, when finished, will become as 
popular as the author’s other works, his ‘ History of Antiquity,’ and his ‘ Hi 
of the Nineteenth Century.’ Alexander von Humboldt, too, is busy with the 
completion of ‘ Cosmos.’ What freshness of mind, and what noble activity for 
men who are passed eighty! Ifwe also mention Prof. Arndt, of Bonn, and 
Baron Hammer-Purgstall, of Vienna, both of them likewise octogenarians full of 
mental vigor and productiveness, we may well say that Germany has reason to 
be proud of its Nestors of Science. 


The town of Leipzig is to have a new museum. It will be built by Prof 
Lange, the celebrated Munich architect, who first made himself a name by his 
plan of the Hamburgh Nicolaikirche. 


A very valuable and instructive official document has recently been published 
by the Austrian Government, giving an account of all the mines in Austria, 
their position, geological features, and mineral wealth. 


Some interesting autograph letters and other manuscripts were sold by aue- 
tion on Saturday last, by Messrs. Leigh, Sotheby and Wilkinson. A charming 
letter of Cowper to Lady Hesketh, of four closely written pages, entering into 
the enjoyments of a country life, 6/.

The resignation of Sir Henry Ellis as principal librarian, or in fact general 
director, of the British Museum, is of especial interest to all connected with liter- 
ature; and the appointment of his successor will be of some importance to all, 
especially publishers, who are brought into contact with the subordinates in the 
establishment.
